You’ll find this bag both practical 
and pretty. It is quickly and easily 
crocheted in any two desired colors. 
The model was made from four 
balls of black Coats & Clark O.N.T. 
“SPEED-CRO-SHEEN” Mercerized 
Cotton and one ball red. Use a num¬ 
ber 0 steel crochet hook. You will 
also need % yard each of black 
buckram and red felt, a small pad¬ 
lock with key and a piece of heavy 
cardboard. 

Abbreviations: 

ch (chain) Ip (loop) 

sc (single crochet) inc (increase) 

rnd (round) si st (slip stitch) 

Gauge: Each motif measures ap¬ 
proximately 114-inches square. 

Motif (Make 32 each of red and 
black) — Starting at center, ch 2. 

Rnd 1: 8 sc in second ch from 
hook, join with si st to first sc. 
Hereafter work in back loop only. 

Rnd 2: Sc in first sc, 3 sc in next 
sc, (sc in next sc, 3 sc in next sc) 
3 times, join. 

Rnd 3: Sc in each sc around, mak¬ 
ing 3 sc in center sc at each corner. 
Join and fasten off. 

To Join Motifs: Place the wrong 
sides of black and red motif to¬ 
gether. With red motif facing and 
working through both thicknesses, 
join red to back lp of center sc at 
corner, si st in back lp of each sc 
across to center sc at next corner. 
Then, reversing colors of next 2 
motifs, si st in back lp of center 
sc at corner and in each sc across to 
center sc at next corner. Continue 
in this manner, reversing colors 
until 32 motifs (16 sets) have been 
joined. Fasten off. Join 2 more 
rows of 16 motifs to previous motifs 
the same way, alternating colors to 
form a checkerboard design. Work¬ 


ing across short side, join free sides 
of motifs the same way. Join last 
row to first row. 

Border —Rnd 1: Join black to back 
lp of sc following corner sc on any 
motif and, * working in back lp 
only, sc in each sc across to within 
next corner sc, (insert hook in next 
sc and draw lp through) twice, 
thread over and draw through all 
lps on hook (joint sc made). Repeat 
from * around, join. 

Rnds 2 through 6: Work in both 
lps, sc in each sc around, join. 
Fasten off at end of 6th rnd. Work 
border on other side the same way. 

Bottom —Starting at center with 
black, ch 25. 

Rnd 1: 3 sc in second ch from 
hook, sc in each ch across, 3 sc in 
last ch, working along opposite side 
of starting ch, make sc in each ch 
across, join. 

Rnd 2: Sc in each sc, inc 3 sc 
evenly on rounded ends—(to inc 1 
sc, make 2 sc in 1 sc), join. 

Repeat rnd 2 until piece is large 
enough to fit bottom of bag. Fasten 
off. Pin bottom in place and, work¬ 
ing through both thicknesses with 
black, sc closely around. Join and 
fasten off. 

Top —Work exactly as for bottom, 
do not fasten off. 

Next rnd: Sc in back lp of each 
sc around, join. 

Following rnd: Working in both 
lps, sc in each sc around, join. 

Repeat last rnd 3 more times. SI 
st in each sc around. Join and fasten 
off. 

Cut 2 pieces of cardboard to fit 
top and bottom of bag. Insert card-

buckram and felt. Place top on bag 
and sew across 4 inches to form a 
a hinge at back. 

Handle (Make 2)—With black, ch 

2 . 

Rnd 1: 6 sc in second ch from 
hook. 

Rnd 2: Sc in each sc around. Re¬ 
peat rnd 2 until piece measures 14 


inches (stretched). Fasten off. Sew 
handles in place. 

Loops —Mark off 6 sts at center of 
top. Join black to first st, ch 6, 
si st in next marked st, turn ; SI st 
in each ch across, fasten off. With 
red make a loop on bag to corres¬ 
pond. Join red to red loop and make 
a chain 2 inches long. Fasten off. 
Sew key securely to end of chain. 
Fasten bag with padlock. 

If desired, a mirror may be glued 
inside cover of bag.

Circles of flowers and wheels are 
joined to make a doily that is 
approximately 18 inches in diame¬ 
ter. The model was made from size 
20 mercerized crochet thread and a 
number 8 steel crochet hook. 

Abbreviations: 


rnd (round) 
ch (chain) 
si st (slip stitch) 
sp (space) 


ip (loop) 

sc (single crochet) 
P (picot) 
tr (treble) 



Circle of Flowers —Rnd 1: Ch 6, join 
with si st to form a ring, ch 5, sc 
over ring, (ch 4, sc over ring) 4 
times, ch 4, si st in first ch of ch 
5 at beginning (6 sps). 

Rnd 2: Sc over ch 4 lp, * ch 4, a 
3-joined-tr over same ch 4 lp, ch 


4, sc over lp, sc over next ch 4 lp, 
repeat from * around, si st in place 
of beginning, cut and fasten off. 

Join flowers as follows: At 6th 
petal, after 3-joined-tr, draw out a 
lp, insert hook in 3-joined-tr of any 
petal of first flower, pull lp through, 
ch 1, si st in top of last 3-joined- 
tr, ch 4, sc over ch 4 lp to complete 
second flower, si st in place of be¬ 
ginning. Cut and fasten. At the 
12th flower, make an additional 
joining to first flower to close circle 
of flowers. 

Circle of Wheels —Rnd 1: Ch 11, 

join with si st to form a ring, ch 
3 (counts as 1 dc), 23 dc in ring, 
(24 dc in all), si st in top of ch 3 
first made. 

Rnd 2: * Ch 13, (sk 5 ch nearest 
hook), dc in each of next 3 ch, ch 
4, si st in top of last dc to form a 
p, dc in each of next 5 ch, si st in 
second dc of rnd 1, repeat from * 
11 times. Cut and fasten. 

Join thread in ch 5 at end of any 
spoke of wheel, ch 7, * (tr, ch 5, 
tr, ch 3, tr) in same ch 5 lp, tr 
over ch 5 at end of next spoke, ch 
3, repeat from * around, si st in 
4th ch of ch 7 first made. 

Join wheels as follows: At 12th

spoke, work (tr, ch 3, tr, ch 1) 
over ch 5 lp at end of spoke, si st in 
second, third and 4th ch of ch 5 
of open shell of completed wheel, 
(ch 1, tr, ch 3, tr) over ch 5 at end 
of 12th spoke of second wheel, si st 
in 4th ch of ch 7 first made. All 
joinings are made the same. Have 
4 open shells between the joining of 
the wheels. At the 12th wheel make 
an additional joining to the first 
wheel to close the circle. 

Doily Center —Rnd 1: Make wheel 
as before, fasten thread in ch 5 at 
end of any spoke, ch 7, tr over same 
ch 5, ch 3, draw out a lp, insert hook 
in center of flower petal, pull lp 
through, ch 1, si st in last ch of ch 
3 just made, ch 2, tr over ch 5 lp 
of wheel spoke, ch 3, tr in same 
place, tr over ch 5 lp of next spoke, 
ch 3, tr in same place, ch 3 and pick 
up second flower, repeat around, 
si st in 4th ch of ch 7 first made. All 
spokes will be used and all flowers 
attached. 

Rnd 2: Fasten thread in center 
free petal of flower, * ch 6, tr in 
center of next petal, ch 6, tr in 
center of first free petal of next 
flower, ch 6, sc in center of next 
petal, repeat from * around, si st 
in place of beginning. 

Rnd 3: Ch 9, tr in same place 


as last si st, * ch 3, sc over next 
ch 6, ch 3, (tr, ch 5, tr) in next 
tr, ch 3, sc over next ch 6, ch 3, (tr, 
ch 5, tr) in next tr of next flower, 
ch 3, sc over next ch 6, ch 3, (tr, 
ch 5, tr) in sc of center petal, re¬ 
peat from * around, si st in 4th ch 
of ch 9 first made. 

Rnd 4: SI st into third ch of ch 
5 lp, ch 9, (tr, ch 3, tr) over same 
ch 5 lp, tr over ch 5 of next open 
shell, (ch 3, tr, ch 5, tr, ch 3, tr) 
over same ch 5, repeat around, si st 
in 4th ch of ch 9 first made. 

Rnd 5: Repeat rnd 4. 

Rnd 6: The circle of wheels is 
joined in this rnd. Ch 5, si st in 
second, third and 4th ch of ch 5 of 
second open shell of wheel, ch 1, tr 
over ch 5 of doily, ch 4, tr in same 
place, tr over ch 5 of next open shell 
of doily, ch 4, tr in same place, ch 
1, si st in second, third and 4th ch 
of ch 5 of next open shell of wheel, 
ch 1, tr over ch 5 of doily proper, 
ch 4, tr in same place, complete an 
open shell over ch 5 of next open 
shell of doily proper, repeat around, 
si st in 4th ch of ch 5 first made. 

Small Fill-In Motif: Ch 6, join with si 
st to form a ring, * 4 sc over ring, 
ch 1, draw out a lp, insert hook in 
third ch of ch 5 of open shell, pull 
lp through, ch 1, si st in last sc made, 
repeat from * twice, si st in sc first 
made. Cut and fasten.

from * across. There are 72 sts. 
Continue working in this same 
manner until there are 112 sts in 
row. 

Row 3: This is the starting row 
for pattern. Ch 7, turn, sk 2 sc, sc 
in next sc, * ch 5, sk 2 sc, sc in 
next sc, repeat from * across, 
making 39 lps. 

Row 4: Ch 6, turn, dc in next 
lp, * ch 3, dc in next lp, repeat from 
* across. 

Row 5: Ch 4, turn, 4 dc in first 
sp, (ch 1, 5 dc in next sp) twice, * 
sk 1 sp, (ch 1, 5 dc in next sp) 
3 times, repeat from * twice. Sk 1 
sp, (ch 1, 5 dc in next sp) 5 times, 
** sk 1 sp, (ch 1, 5 dc in next sp) 

3 times, repeat from ** 3 times. 

Row 6: Ch 4, * holding last lp 

of each tr on hook, make a tr in 
each of next 2 dc, thread over and 
pull through all lps on hook at once 
for a cluster, ch 1, holding' last lp 
of each tr on hook, make a tr in 
each of next 2 dc and tr in sc, thread 
over and pull through all lps on 
hook at once for a cluster. This 
completes a twin cluster (the ch 4 
at beginning is the same as a tr). 
Ch 3, tr in next dc, repeat from * 
across. 

Row 7: Ch 5, turn, sc in next 
ch 1, * ch 5, sc in first st of ch 3, 
ch 5, sk 1 ch st, sc in next ch st, 
ch 5, sc in next ch 1, repeat from * 

4 times, ch 5, sk 7 twin clusters, sc 
in first ch st of next ch 3, ch 5, sk 
next ch st, sc in next ch st, ch 5, sc 
in next ch 1, repeat from * to * 
6 times, ch 5, sc in first st of next 
ch 3, ch 5, sk next ch st, sc in next 
st, sk 7 twin clusters, sc in first st 
of next ch 3, continue across in 
same manner as at the beginning of 

row. 



Row 8: Repeat row 2, making a 
dc in center of each ch 5 which form 
the armholes. 

Row 9: Ch 4, turn, 4 dc in first 

sp, * ch 1, sk 1 sp, 5 dc in next 
sp, repeat from * across. 

Row 10: Repeat row 6. 

Row 11: Repeat row 3. 

Row 12: Repeat row 4. 

Row 13: Repeat row 9. 

Row 14: Repeat row 6. 

Row 15: Repeat row 3. 

Row 16: Repeat row 4. 

Row 17: Repeat row 9. 

Row 18: Repeat row 6. Fasten off. 

Sleeve—Rnd 1: Join yarn in ch 
1 of twin cluster next to armhole 
ch, ch 5, sc over first sp on armhole 
ch, ch 5, sc over next sp on armhole 
ch, ch 5, sc in ch 1 of next twin 
cluster, ch 5, sc in center of ch 3, 
continue around armhole opening 
in same manner, end with ch 2, dc at 
base of first ch to bring yarn in 
position to start next rnd. 

Rnd 2: Repeat row 4, end with 
a si st in third st of ch 6. 

Rnd 3: Repeat row 9, end with 
a si st in top of ch 4. 

Rnd 4: Repeat row 6, end with a 
si st in top of ch 4. Repeat rnds 1 
through 4 to form one more pattern 
for sleeve. Fasten off. Work in 
same manner for other sleeve. 
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Join yarn at neck edge and work¬ 
ing down front, across bottom and 
up opposite front to neck edge make 
ch 5 lps and join to sweater with sc, 
leaving lp long enough to form a 
slight scallop. At opposite neck 
edge: ch 5, dc in second st from 
end, * ch 2, sk 2 sts, dc in next st, 
repeat from * across neck making 
31 sps. Ch 1, turn, sc across to 31 
sps. Fasten off. 

Weave ribbon through sps around 
neck edge.

Vii to 3 pounds dressed roasting chicken, 
split as for broiling 
4 tablespoons melted butter 
4 tablespoons honey 

Place split chicken, skin side down, on 
rack in large roasting pan. Pour water into 
bottom of roasting pan to depth of %- 
inch. Combine melted butter and honey; 
brush chicken with mixture. Roast in 
350 °F. (moderate) oven, basting with 
honey-butter mixture several times during 
roasting period, until golden brown, 35 to 
40 minutes on one side. Turn chicken and 
brush skin side with remaining honey- 
butter mixture.

Orange Chicken Fricassee 

4 to 5 pounds chicken breasts 
(10 breasts) 

Vi cup flour 
1 V2 teaspoons salt 
V4 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground cloves 
Vi teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Vi cup shortening 

1 cup fresh orange juice 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 
Va cup brown sugar 

8 oranges, peeled, cut bite-size (4 cups)

All foods for successful canning 
should be as freshly gathered as 
possible and in good condition. The 
change that takes place in most 
vegetables from time of gathering 
to time of canning not only changes 
their flavor but impairs the keeping 
quality. Vegetables should be young 
and tender. Fruits and tomatoes 
should be firm and well ripened. 

Wash all foods thoroughly and 
take the proper steps in preparation. 
Use only standard, reliable jars, in¬ 
tended for home canning. Wash and 
scald jars, then invert on a clean 
cloth until ready to use.

Tomatoes 

Wash tomatoes. Scald in boiling water 
long enough to remove peel (about % 
minutes). Plunge into cold water. Peel, 
core, quarter and pack into clean jars to 
within % inch of top of jar. Gently press 
tomatoes down while packing to make 
own juice. Add no liquid. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt to each quart jar if desired. Put on 
cap, screwing the band tight. Process 35 
minutes in boiling water method or pressure 
cooker, 10 pounds, 10 minutes for pints and 
quarts. 

Spiced Jelly 

1 peck wild grapes 
1 pint vinegar 
’A cup whole cloves 
V 4 cup stick cinnamon 
6 pounds sugar 

Remove stems from grapes. Put grapes 
in kettle with vinegar and spices; cook 
until soft. Strain through double cheese¬ 
cloth or jelly bag and boil liquid 20 min¬ 
utes.

Quince Jelly 

The quince is an ancient, strange and 
deceptive fruit. Cultivated in Asia, over 
two thousand years ago, it has the shape 
of an apple, the texture of a green Kieffer 
pear and wears a coat of fuzz. Quinces 
from up-to-date commercial orchards are 
defuzzed. Home grown ones need to be 
brushed or rubbed with rough cloth to 
remove fuzz. A strong, razor-sharp knife 
is a must for paring and slicing quinces. 

3 3 4 cups quince juice (takes about 3V2 
pounds quince and 7 cups water) 

14 cup lemon juice 
3 cups sugar 

To prepare juice. Select about one- 
fourth underripe and three-fourths fully 
ripe quince. Sort, wash, and remove stems 
and blossom ends; do not pare or core. 
Slice quince very thin or cut into small 
pieces. Add water, cover, and bring to 
boil on high heat. Reduce heat and simmer 
for 25 minutes. Extract juice. 

To make jelly. Measure quince juice 
into a kettle. Add lemon juice and sugar 
and stir well. Boil over high heat to 8°P. 
above the boiling point of water, or until 
jelly mixture sheets from a spoon. Remove 
jelly from heat. Quickly skim off foam. 
Pour hot jelly to within %-inch of top of 
half pint tapered fruit jars. Put dome lids 
on jars; screw bands tight. Invert jars a 
few minutes then stand upright to cool. 

Pineapple Jam 

8 cups prepared pineapple 
1 medium size orange or 
1 large lemon 
6 cups sugar 
V3 teaspoon salt 

Wash, rinse, drain, pare, chop and meas¬ 
ure pineapple. Wash and rinse orange, 
squeeze and save juice. Discard seed and 
chop peel fine. Combine all ingredients and 
boil until thick. Pour boiling hot into hot 
half pint or pint jars. Seal at once with 
regular home canning caps.

Remove jam from heat. Cover pan (a 
flat oblong dish or pan) with a towel, let 
stand 12 to 24 hours. Stir a few times to 
prevent floating fruit. Pour into sterile 
jars and seal. Do not double recipe.

Apricot Nut Jam 

Cut apricots in halves. Do not remove 
the skin. Use 1 pound of sugar for each 
pound of apricots, adding a little water to 
moisten the sugar. Bring to boiling point, 
then boil very slowly for two hours skim¬ 
ming off foam as it forms. Save all apri¬ 
cot stones and crack open. Remove nuts 
from stones. Blanch by placing nuts in 
small bowl and fill with boiling water, 
skins will remove easily. Place nuts in jam 
during last 15 minutes of boiling, not 
earlier as you might skim them out with 
the foam. Stir frequently to prevent jam 
from sticking. Apricot nuts give an illusive 
flavor that can only be obtained by using 
the nut.

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My Hibiscus bush has many buds on it 
which never bloom. What could be wrong 
with it? M.L., Pennsylvania 

Hibiscus is a diverse family of plants 
but your Hibiscus is probably the Rose- 
of-China Mallow. In your area this Hibis¬ 
cus probably dies to the ground in winter 
and comes from roots each spring. To 
grow a blooming plant it must have rich, 
moist, well-drained soil. Lack of humidity, 
heavy shade or low temperature may pre¬ 
vent buds from opening after they are 
well developed. Under good growing con¬ 
ditions the Hibiscus needs no special care. 
Probably the need is for a more hardy 
and free-flowering variety. 

What causes the fronds on my palm to feel 
sticky and get brown spots on them? Mrs. 
C. W. F., New Jersey 

Palms are often attacked by mealy bugs 
and by soft scale. The brown spots are 
adult scales that can be brushed off easily. 
Under these brown scale covers are the 
insects that do the damage. Spraying the 
palms occasionally with an oil spray such 
as Volck, will keep the soft scale under 
control. Malathion seems to give good 
control if used at the rate of 2 teaspoons 
of 50% emulsion per gallon of water.

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My narcissus plants are green and healthy 
but the buds never bloom. What could cause 
this? Mrs. L. H. M., New Hampshire 

Flower buds are formed in narcissus 
bulbs during the period of growth just 
after the blooming season. This is the 
critical period and if the flower buds are 
not formed before the plants go dormant 
in mid-summer there will be no bloom 
the following spring. Keep the plants 
watered and growing from the blooming 
period until the foliage turns yellow. If 
the bulbs are too crowded to grow vigor¬ 
ously they should be divided and reset in 
late July or August. After the first killing 
frost cover the bulbs with a heavy straw 
mulch. So long as the ground doesn’t 
freeze around the bulbs they keep on 
growing roots which makes for not more 
but larger flowers in the spring. 

I would like to know why my wisteria vine 
doesn't bloom. I have had it 3 or 4 years 
and it has climbed to the top of the house,, 
but doesn't have any flowers. Mrs. F. W., Iowa 
Seldom does any wisteria bloom freely 
until it is more than three years old. Your 
vine should bloom in time, probably pro¬ 
fusely since it is growing so well. There is 
no set formula for making certain a wis¬ 
teria will bloom. All should bloom but 
some just won’t, at least until they are old. 
It is best to use grafted plants from plants 
known to flower freely. Plants from seed 
are not dependable. About all you can do 
to hasten the bloom is to prune back the 
most vigorous growing new shoots and 
feed the plant with a double handful of 
superphosphate worked into the soil. This 
should be done anytime between mid¬ 
summer and early fall.

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My chrysanthemums bloom profusely, but 
grow to be so tall that I have to stake them 
up. Please tell me how to keep them from 
getting so tall. Mrs. R. M., Ohio 

To keep chrysanthemums from growing 
too tall, first try dividing and resetting the 
plants later in the spring than usual. 
Second, give them a minimum of water 
during mid-summer and keep the plants 
pinched back to low bushy plants, at least 
until the middle of July. Third, do not 
give them fertilizer high in nitrogen content. 

I have a 5-year-old grapefruit tree, 23 inches 
tall. What can I do to make it bloom? Mrs. 
E. R., New Jersey. 

Seedling grapefruit trees are very un¬ 
certain in their blooming habits. If the 
tree is growing and is otherwise healthy it 
will bloom eventually, although the num¬ 
ber of years necessary for it to reach bloom¬ 
ing age is indeterminate. Keep the plant 
outdoors during summer. Before frost bring 
it indoors and place it in a cool, light, airy 
place. This slight change in growing con¬ 
ditions should stimulate bloom buds to form 
after the plant has become root-bound. 

My blackberry bushes are being killed by a 
rust colored coating which develops on the 
underside of the leaves. What kind of spray 
can I use on these? It is hard to make a dust 
adhere enough to do any good. Mrs. P. W. H., 
Florida 

The cane and leaf rust of blackberries 
makes its appearance in late spring and 
summer. Probably the best protection 
would be obtained by spraying the foliage 
with 1 ounce Ferbam (fermate) in 3 gallons 
of water, when the new canes are 6-12 
inches tall. Spray the foliage after each 
rainy spell the remainder of the summer. 
Cut out all old canes at once after the 
fruiting season is passed. 

I have a gardenia plant and would like 
information on the care and culture of it. Also 
how and when can I start new plants? Mrs. 
A. K., Connecticut. 

Gardenia plants are most exacting if they 
are to thrive in the window garden. Light 
and more light is a must during mid-winter 
if the buds that set are to stay on and 
develop into bloom. Often a spell of cloudy 
weather defeats all attempts to make them 
bloom. High humidity is essential if the 
plants are to flourish. Dry air causes the 
plants to become hard, the leaves to have 
an unhealthy appearance, and even to drop. 
Summed up, the gardenia requires strong 
light, high humidity, warm temperature, 
60° and up, rich, slightly acid (pH4.5) well 
drained soil, kept slightly moist at all times. 


How can I get rid of the ants on my peonies? 
Mrs. H. H., Michigan. 

There is no reason to get rid of the ants 
on peonies. The peony buds have a sticky 
secretion on which the ants feed. This in 
no way harms the plants or blooms.

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The Bindweeds 

Gladys Reed Robinson 


Two interesting varieties of the 
Convolvulus (bindweed) family are 
Japonica convolvulus and Convol¬ 
vulus arvensis. 

Japonica convolvulus is a most 
welcome plant and makes a beauti¬ 
ful showing among other wild or 
cultivated flowers. It is a hardy 
perennial and is often referred to as 
California rose. The double form is 
now naturalized in parts of the 
United States. The blossom, pale 
pink in color and composed of 
irregular petals, resembles a double 
rose. Blossoms, produced freely 
during warm months, will remain 
fresh and full for several days. If 
growing in shade, blooms retain 
brighter color. Leaves are heart- 
shaped, dark green in color and 
very closely spaced upon a stem 
capable of twining 20 feet. 

Because Japonica convolvulus is 
completely sterile, it is safe to re¬ 
ceive it with open arms. Many old 
house foundations have been beauti¬ 
fied with Japonica. A clump trained 
upon a trellis adds color and charm 
to an old-fashioned flower bed. The 
little pink blossoms go well in 
miniature arrangements. It is hardy 
and needs no added protection in 
winter, neither has it ever been 
victim of any plant disease or insect. 

Another bindweed as unwelcome 
as Japonica is welcome is the con¬ 
stantly recurring Convolvulus 
arvensis which is exceedingly harm¬ 
ful to other plants due to its choking 
nature. This variety spreads very 
rapidly, and great care must be 
taken to prevent its contacting 
choice plants in either wild or culti¬ 
vated gardens. It well deserves 
being called a pernicious pest, and 
the best way to keep it out of your 
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Japonica convolvulus. 


garden is to never invite it in. A 
few hours spent in research and 
study prior to moving wild plants 
into cultivated areas will ward off 
many a headache. 

From June to August uncultivated 
fields are very often blanketed with 
these small pale pink flowers that 
look like morning glories and close 
in evening or rainy weather. A field 
of Convolvulus may very easily be 
mistaken for a field of potatoes in 
bloom. Old stumps and fences may 
be covered with this bindweed. 

Leaves put out on a creeping vine 
are arrow shaped. Rootstock is very 
deep, which makes destruction of 
vine tedious and difficult. 

This plant came originally from 
Europe and has taken up its home 
from Nova Scotia to New Jersey and 
westward into Kansas. 

Other members of the bindweed 
family are: C. tricolor, a blue 
annual; C. mauritanicus, a pros¬ 
trate perennial useful in hanging 
baskets, in a blue garden or as a 
ground cover; and C. sepium, an¬ 
other pest plant.

Although I have recently ex¬ 
tended my iris collection to include 
the more particular bulbous irises, 
for many years my greatest favo¬ 
rites were the different varieties of 
the bearded iris family. Never 
have I known or grown, more de¬ 
pendable and colorful plants. 

Bearded iris are represented by 
many different sizes and colors, 
with a blooming range that extends 
from early spring until mid-sum¬ 
mer. The variation is so great be¬ 
tween the tiny Pumilas and the 
gigantic hybrids that one can 
actually plant a border of just 
members of this one iris family, and 
have a mass of color throughout 
most of the growing season. 

Bearded iris varieties have been 
crossed and recrossed so many times 
that it is almost impossible to settle 
for just one or two charming va¬ 
rieties, and a half dozen vivid col¬ 
ors. This is true of newer hybrids 
that have been cleverly created by 
crossing several lovely dwarf spe¬ 
cies with tall, magnificent bearded 
kinds. 

Bearded iris are extremely popu¬ 
lar in home gardens because they

actually thrive on neglect. Start 
them with favorable soil and cli¬ 
matic conditions, then with mini¬ 
mum care they will continue to 
bloom well for generations. I have 
seen beautiful masses of tall, 
bearded iris blooming profusely in 
neglected or forgotten gardens 
throughout the East, and along 
weed-choked road embankments 
where a thoughtful soul must have 
planted them years ago.

iris in your garden before, I sin¬ 
cerely urge you to give them a try 
this spring. Their crisp flowers and 
brilliant colors will give you no end 
of enjoyment and pride. Regardless 
of size of flower beds, you are cer¬ 
tain to find varieties of bearded iris 
to suit your purpose. 

If your garden is just a small plot, 
make extensive use of the miniature 
dwarf varieties such as Lavender 
Dawn, Path of Gold, Red Gem, and 
Violet Gem. These look best planted 
in drifts, or large clusters of only 
one color. They do well as accent 
plants, as edgings for perennial 
borders, interplanted with early 
spring-flowering bulbs or grouped 
with early-flowering perennials. 

The standard dwarfs, which are 
from 12 to 16 inches tall, are per¬ 
fect for informal gardens. They also 
look well interplanted with spring-

flowering bulbs, or in spring per¬ 
ennial borders. They flower in mid 
May and sometimes will bloom until 
intermediates, or early bearded iris 
show color. 

Although they can be used suc¬ 
cessfully as edging plants, don’t use 
them in front of the taller iris that 
bloom later on. The same kind of 
foliage causes monotony in the 
border. Use them as edging material 
only with plants of contrasting 
foliage. Good varieties to plant here 
are: Wee Blue, Blue Frost, White 
Mite, Lemon Flame, Lilli-Yellow, 
and purple Dark Star. 

The intermediate varieties of 
bearded iris will produce a flowing 
mass of color in borders, on lawns, 
or along winding paths of larger 
flower gardens. Although they are 
very lovely, their range is more or 
less limited to blues, yellows, whites, 
and purples. Pinks, have been de¬ 
veloped, but are still quite pale. 
These are excellent for massing in 
areas not quite large enough for 
tall, bearded kinds. Since their 
height is 16 to 30 inches, they are 
perfect for the plain states where 
strong winds are apt to damage 
taller varieties. 

Consider yourself very fortunate 
if you have room enough for at least 
a dozen different colors of tall 
bearded iris. Their colors are so 
true that they will astonish you. 
Plant them in long beds by them¬ 
selves on lawns, along driveways, 
or walks or use them in clusters as 
accent plants to add height to per¬ 
ennial borders. They also look well 
planted in a section all by them¬ 
selves in clusters of different color. 
Regardless, of how you choose to 
plant them, they will always be 
the center of interest when in full 
bloom.

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How To Paint Tiles 

Dorothy $. Garland 


Attractively painted ceramic tiles, 
found in abundance in gift shops, 
can be decorated at home for a frac¬ 
tion of the retail cost, and it is so 
much fun to do them yourself. 

These tiles come in 3 and 6 inch 
squares in white or soft pastels. 
They are available at your local 
craft and hobby store or tile shop 
already glazed and ready for decor¬ 
ating. Figures, flowers, fruits, 
fish, birds, landscapes, geometries, 
Pennsylvania Dutch, Spanish, 
Indian and, in fact, almost any de¬ 
sign can be painted on a tile. 



Painted Tile 


These tiles have many decorating 
possibilities. They can be used on 
table tops, plant shelves, as back- 
boards for counters and snack bars, 
and around fireplaces. The old- 
fashioned fireplace framed by tiles 
had a certain charm and beauty, and 
these tiles are collectors’ items 
today. 

Homemakers who have plastic- 
covered kitchen counter tops may 
find that a hot pan or a sharp knife 
has permanently damaged the sur¬ 
face. One solution is to resurface 
these areas with ceramic tile which 
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is impervious to heat and scratches. 

A single tile makes a seasonal gift 
at Christmas, Easter, Mother’s or 
Father’s Day when decorated ap¬ 
propriately. Or one tile set in a 
wide pine or maple frame may be 
used as a wall hanging. 

To copy and enlarge a pattern 
that appeals to you, divide a square 
of paper into ruled lines one inch 
apart (or into 36 one inch squares 
for a tile 6 inches square). Tape 
carbon paper and pattern onto a 
clean, dry tile and outline design 
with an old ball point pen. 

It is possible, also, to use the hot 
iron transfer patterns sometimes 
found in the center of The WORK- 
BASKET magazine. Although these 
are primarily intended for em¬ 
broidery or textile painting, they 
can be transferred to tiles with an 
iron and any excess lines may be 
easily wiped off with a soft, 
moistened cloth. 

There are several brands of paint 
on the market good for tile painting 
—Dek-All and Flo-Paque, to men¬ 
tion two. We use Flo-Paque which 
is available at most craft and variety 
stores. Although it is washable and 
permanent, we like to give the work 
a coat of glaze after it is thoroughly 
dry to guard against damage from 
detergents, alcohol, etc.. This paint 
comes in more than 50 colors, as 
well as metallics. Dio-Sol, a solvent, 
is used for thinning. Paint should be 
mixed thoroughly and used with 
same care given any other paint. It 
is not necessary to buy many colors 
at first; primary colors of red, blue 
and yellow may be mixed to obtain 
others. Three brushes should be

0 Continued from Page 34 ) 
sufficient: a soft, camel’s hair quill 
brush called a number 1 pointed, 
a number 4 square shader, and a 
number 6 square shader. Some de¬ 
signs may call for shading which 
can be done after the first coat of 
paint dries. 

After the work is thoroughly dry, 
a coat of glaze or Al-Pro-Cote 
should be applied. If there is any 
doubt as to permanence of paint, 
tiles can be baked in kitchen oven 
for one hour at 250 degrees. Leave 
oven door open 2 or 3 inches to 
prevent over-baking. Tiles should 
then be glazed and baked a second 
time. 

When tiling a considerable area, 
make a pattern of space to be cov¬ 
ered to determine number of tiles 
needed. They can be attached to any 
surface except wallpaper or crum¬ 
bling plaster; and with the new 
epoxy grouts and mortars, it is 
possible to set them directly over 
laminated plastics. 

If tiles start at mid-wall, nail a 
narrow strip of wood to wall di¬ 
rectly below bottom row. Allow 
tiles to set over night before re¬ 
moving strip to prevent their slip¬ 
ping into an uneven line. 

To frame a square or rectangular 
mural, attach narrow wood molding 
or quarter round to wall with small 
nails, mitering corners. Fill small 
spaces between tiles with patching 
plaster mixed with water to the 
consistency of putty and remove ex¬ 
cess with damp cloth before dry. 

Start tiling at center of lower line 
and work outward. It may be neces¬ 
sary to cut a tile to finish a row. 
This is done by scoring glazed top 
of tile with a glass cutter, using a 
metal-edged ruler. Line up scored 
line with straight edge of a firm 
table and snap tile sharply in two.

During the past few seasons the 
many versatile uses of stretch 
fabrics have expanded considerably. 
Once, these materials were con¬ 
sidered primarily for sportswear, 
but now they are being used in all 
types of garments. Clothing is being 
made for the-entire family from the 
most casual to the dressiest. Even 
velvets and brocades can now be 
produced to have a stretch. These 
popular new stretch fabrics are now 
available to the home sewer. There 
are many different kinds from 
which to select, different widths 
from 45 to 60 inches and a wide 
price range. 

Stretch materials are made from 
special textured yarns. The amount 
of stretch depends upon tension 
used in these yarns when they are 
woven or knitted with other yarns 
in making the cloth. Most stretch 
materials are not purchased pre¬ 
lined but there is one that has a 
tricot lining attached. The home 
sewer should not line stretch fabrics 
unless a stretch tricot or lightweight 
jersey material is used for the 
lining. Actually there is no need 
for lining. This is one of the joys 
of using a stretch material. Even 
slim skirts bounce right back into 
shape after sitting. 

There are many different types of 
stretch materials — warp has a 
lengthwise stretch, filling has a 
selvage-to-selvage stretch and some 
stretch in all directions. Ski or slim 
pants or skirts would be preferable 
made in a lengthwise stretch. 
Dresses and over-blouses can be cut 
from crosswise stretch or from 
lengthwise stretch cut on cross 
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grain. When choosing your material, 
select according to where the ease 
is desired. Some fabrics are wash¬ 
able and some must be dry cleaned 
so check before you make your 
purchase. 

Since stretch materials are used 
to add comfort and ease, no special 
pattern is required. The pattern is 
cut the same size as for ordinary 
fabrics. Be very careful not to 
stretch the fabric when laying out 
the pattern. Most stretch materials 
will shrink when a steam iron is 
used so it would be wise to shrink 
the fabric before cutting. If you do 
use a steam iron, use the synthetic 
setting for heat control and do not 
apply pressure. 

Pattern pieces should be pinned 
to the wrong side of material and 
mark all directions in usual manner. 
Use sharp shears for cutting to avoid 
pulling. There should be no pressure 
on the material on the cutting table 
otherwise it will pull or stretch and 
cause you to end up with pieces too 
short or narrow. It would be a good 
idea to place loose ends of cloth on a 
chair to prevent pulling or stretch¬ 
ing. 

A fine silk needle should be used 
for stitching with about 12 stitches 
to the inch. Tension should be ad¬ 
justed to ease. Perhaps you should 
experiment with some scraps before 
starting on the actual garment. Silk 
or nylon threads have a stretch of 
their own which many sewers pre¬ 
fer to use when sewing stretch ma¬ 
terials, however, excellent results 
may be obtained from mercerized 
thread. Also some sewing machines 
are quite tempermental about dif- 


ferent kinds of threads so select the 
one that gives you the best results. 

When sewing take the standard 
seam allowance. Seams can be sewn 
with a small zig zag stitch for ad¬ 
ditional elasticity if desired. If you 
choose to use the zig zag stitch, sew 
as for ordinary material and experi¬ 
ment until there is enough stretch 
in the zig zag stitches so seamline 
does not break when seam is pulled. 
If a straight stitcher is used, hold 
material taut between the hands 
so it can be sewn stretched or 
seams will break from even the 
slightest strain. In either case when 
you stop sewing, be sure needle is 
in the fabric and put no strain on 
needle while sewing. 

Fit clothing in the same manner 
as for ordinary fabric of similar 
weight. Hems may be turn-stitched 
or overcast at raw edges and hand 
stitched. Take care not to stretch 
seams when pressing. 

Most patterns for pants do not 
have a foot strap but long stretch 
pants usually do have a foot strap 
attached to each leg to hold pants 
down. These are made by cutting 
two strips 2% x 12 inches (stretch 
should run lengthwise). Fold in 
half with right sides in. Machine 
stitch %-inch from edge. Turn right 
sides out and center seams on inside. 
Stitch straps to inside of pants with 
a neat slip stitch. 

For a sewing treat make your 
next garment from a stretch ma¬ 
terial. It will have a professional 
look plus comfort. You’ll find 
stretch materials the biggest sewing 
boom ever discovered.

Rugs from Wool Scraps 

Mrs. Hilbert Sorneman 


I have crocheted, braided and 
hooked rugs for years, in fact, I 
have always been an ardent rug 
admirer. 

Recently I was in the process of 
making coats for my four small 
daughters. There was much of the 
fine wool material in narrow strips 
left over. I tried to think of a way 
to make them into a rug. The idea 
turned out quite well with very little 
work or time. 

Cut material into strips three 
inches wide with scissors, slit in one 
inch from each edge on each side of 
strip at V 4 - inch intervals. The 
strips will look like figure 1. This 
leaves one inch solid in center for 
sewing. The dotted line in sketch 
will be where you will stitch later. 


Fiq. I 
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You need a piece of burlap or 
other heavy material. Decide upon 
a pattern. The pattern should be 
simple, like stripes or blocks. A 
large flower in center, of one color, 
with a few leaves around also works 
nicely. Remember the pattern must 
not be too intricate as it is too 
hard to follow. You will realize this 
once you start. 

After you have the desired pat¬ 
tern on burlap or decided to simply 
make stripes, find the exact center 
of burlap, either lengthwise or 
crosswise, and mark with broken 
line. 

For a stripe pattern begin at one 
end of the dotted line, lay a strip of 
material on line and stitch down 
center. 

Working on either side of dotted 
line, fold slit edge over stitching and 
place next strip as close as possible 


to last one. There will be about %- 
inch between stitchings. Stitch next 
strip exactly the same way. 

Continue in this manner until 
there are two strips on each side of 
center strip making 5 rows in all. 
Alternate colors, 5 rows of each, 
to make an interesting stripe pat¬ 
tern. Continue across to other side 
of rug. After first strip is in place, 
the rest is easy to complete. 

If you have a design, work out the 
color scheme first, then stitch and 
cut strips off according to pattern 
outline, as you sew them. Continue 
until one side of rug is completed, 
work other side the same. 

You will find when finished that 
these little tufts stand upright and 
make delightfully thick rugs. They 
fluff much prettier after repeated 
laundrying. 

I have made rugs of knitted ma¬ 
terial, such as sweaters, cut and 
sewed in this manner. They are 
particularly pretty as the wool 
fluffs and gives a very nice effect. 

For a round rug, start in center 
and sew around and around. Keep 
stitching about %-inch apart. 

A round rug with a hit and miss 
all over pattern and a solid color 
for border may be created from left 
over pieces of various lengths. 

I keep a box handy when I sew 
and even the smallest pieces of wool 
material soon end up in a rug at our 
house.

Jacket —Starting at hemline, cast 
on 48 sts with number 1 standard 


knitting needles. 

Work in pattern st until piece 
measures 3 inches from hemline. 


Right Front—Work in pattern st 
across 12 sts, turn. Place remaining 
36 sts on stitch holder. Continue in 
pattern st on 12 sts until piece 
measures 1% inches from armhole 
edge, ending at armhole edge. 

Bind off 8 sts for shoulder. Place 
remaining 4 sts on holder for collar. 

Left Front—Work as for right 
front, reversing shapings. 

Back—Slip remaining 24 sts from 
holder to needle. Bind off 1 st at 
beginning of each of next 2 rows 
(22 sts). 

Continue in pattern st until piece 
measures same as front. 



At beginning of each of next 2 
rows, bind off 8 sts (6 sts remaining 
on needle). Sew shoulder seams. 

Collar—Slip 4 sts from holder of 
left front onto needle, 6 sts for back 
onto needle and 4 sts from holder of 
right front onto needle (14 sts). 

Work 6 rows in pattern st. Bind 
off. 

Sleeves (Make 2)—Pick up 24 sts 
at armhole. Divide on three double 
pointed needles, join, being careful 
not to twist sts. 

Work next 2 rows in pattern st. 

Next Row: Dec 1 st at center 
underarm. Continue in pattern st 
and dec 1 st at center underarm 
every third row until 12 sts remain. 

Work 2 rows without dec. Bind 
off. 

Trim collar with small artificial 
flower if desired. 

Skirt —Starting at hemline, cast on 
44 sts. Divide sts among 3 double 
pointed needles, join, being careful 
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not to twist sts. Place marker to 
indicate beginning of rnds and slip 
marker after completion of each 
rnd. 

Work in pattern st until piece 
measures 2 inches from hemline. 

Dec Rnd: Continue in pattern st, 
work across 9 sts, k 2 tog, place 
marker, work across next 22 sts, 
place marker, (these two markers 
indicate side seams of skirt), k 2 
tog, work to end of row, place 
third marker to indicate back open¬ 
ing of skirt. 

Next Rnd: Continuing in pattern 
st, work next 2 rnds even. 

Dec Rnd: Work across 8 sts, k 2 
tog, work next 22 sts, k 2 tog, 
work to end of rnd. 

Work next 2 rows even. 

Continuing in pattern st, continue 
to dec 1 st before and after each 
side seam marker every third rnd 
until 30 sts remain and at the same 
time keeping in mind when piece 
measures 3*4 inches from hemline, 
start back opening as follows: work 
in pattern st to third marker, turn 
and work in rows until piece meas¬ 
ures 3% inches from hemline. Bind 
off, leaving yarn attached for waist¬ 
band. 

With number 6 crochet hook, * sc 
down left back opening, ch 1, turn, 
continue sc up side opening, ch 1 
around waist, ch 1 down right side 
opening, ch 1, repeat from * once. 
Fasten off. Sew snap at wastband. 

Blouse: Start at waistline; work 
with double thread and number 6 
steel crochet hook, ch 33, sc in 
second st from hook, sc in each re¬ 
maining ch st (32 sc).
